Almighty God, who, in all Ages of the World, 
() haſt manifeſted thy Power and Goodneſs in 
thy Providential Protection of good and godly 
Kings, ruling in Equity and Juſtice, and profeſſing 
and cheriſhing thy holy and eternal Truth; We, 
thine unworthy Servants, the ſinful People of this Land, 
do now proſtrate ourſelves before Thee, with Praiſe and 
Thankſgiving, for that Thou haſt mercifully vouchſafed to 
fruſtrate the dark Deſtgns, and to bring to nought the 
daring Attempts of deſperate and bloody minded Men 
againſt the ſacred Perſon of Thy Servant, our Sovereign. 
We acknowledge it to have been of thy unſpeakable 
Mercy, O Lord, that he was not cut off for the Sins of 
the Nation, and that our Land was not filled with Violence 


and Blood, Continue, we beſeech Thee, thy watchful 


Care over him. Be Thou his Defence and Shield, and let 
no Weapon raiſed againſt him proſper. Cloath his Ene- 
mies with Shame: Bring to light their Conſpiracies, and 
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Sifappoint their Treaſons, Touch them, O merciful God, 
with Remorſe: Give them Grace to ſee and to abhor 
the Sinfulneſs of their Ways, and the Madneſs of their 
Counſels. But if they ſtill harden their Hearts, and 
are incorrigible in their Wickedneſs, let them periſh 


by Thy juſt Judgements, that others by the Example 


of their Puniſhment may take Warning. Knit to- 
gether, O Lord, the Hearts of this whole Nation, as 
the Heart of One Man, in the Defence of our King, 
our Laws, and our Religion. Long may the Crown 
flouriſh on the Head of thine Anointed, and may the 
Work of Thee, his God, proſper in his Hand. And 


when it ſhall be thy bleſſed Will to call him to exchange 


this earthly Kingdom for the Inheritance of a Glory that 
fadeth not away, grant that his Sceptre may remain with 
his Children, and his Childrens Children, from Generation 
to Generation: And that they, faſhioning themſelves after 
his Example, zealous for thy Truth, and ruling according 
to thy Law, may walk in the Light of thy Countenance 
for ever, and, through thy Bleſſing, reign like him in the 
Hearts of their People.
